Fr. Thomas J. McCarthy Named Director Of Agency To Present Position Of 
Church On Social, Economic And Political Questions Involving Moral Principles 


HE appointment of the Rever- 

end Thomas John McCarthy, 
editor of the Los Angeles Tidings, 
as director of the newly reorgan- 
ized Bureau of Information of the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence is announced by the Most Rev- 
erend John T. MeNicholas, chair- 
man of the Administrative Board, 
N.C.W.C, Father McCarthy, who 
has been released from his diocesan 
duties through the generous per- 
mission of the Most Reverend J. 
Francis A. McIntyre, Archbishop of 
Los Angeles, will assume his new 
office in Washington on September 
1. 

The function of the newly reor- 
ganized Bureau of Information will 
be to present the position of the 
Church on social, economic, and 
political questions in which moral 
principles are involved.

ROWING in our social order 

today, like a malignant can- 
cer, is the evil spirit of hate. Any- 
one who can drum up a good hate 
usually gets a good following. The 
spirit of hate itself in a bitterness 
that gnaws at the heart of the 
hater. He criticizes and condemns 
almost everyone except himself; 
but interiorly he hates even him- 
self. Outwardly he shows contempt 
for his neighbor. 


The occasion for hate is very 
often religion, race, or color, and 
then it is called prejudice or big- 
otry. A prejudiced person shuts 
out from his mind everything ex- 
cept himself. He is his own god— 
but a fearful god—fearing to have 
his ego overthrown by truth; dread- 
ing to have his darkness dissipat- 
m by light, or his hates scattered 
by love. To save himself, he seeks 
to crush his neighbor. He is afraid 
to examine his own hates and dis- 
gusts or to know his neighbor and 
understand him: for this self-ex- 
amination would reveal his error, 
his own evil self; and his neigh- 
bor’s good.

For Men Too 


A word should be said here for 
the practical nurse and the male 
nurse, both of whom are beginning 
to come into their own, Male nurs- 
ing and orderly work are a Christ- 
like. occupation for boys to consider. 
And it has widened tremendously 
as a career field for them. At the 
same time, the practical nursing 
courses are making it possible for: 
many more girls to be nurses who 
for educational or economic reasons 
find three, four, and five year prep- 


real'arations out of the question. 


However, important as good 
nurses and doctors are, there are 
other fields beckoning in the health- 
and-healing category. Many stu- 
dents feel unsuited to the sterner 
demands and sacrifices, the long 
years of preparation and serious 
study that go into nursing or the 
making of a doctor of medicine. 
They are sincerely in search of a 
social work of real urgency, but 
one of either less physical or edu- 
cational demand. Let them consider 
this list: ~- ; 

Bacteriologist, Brace - maker, 
Chemist, Dietician, Hospital librar- 
ian, Laboratory technician, Medical 
or Nursing Librarian,’ Nutrition- 
ist, Occupational therapist, Pharm- 
acist, Physical therapist, Secretary 
(Medical), Social service worker 
(Medical), Special teacher, X-ray 
technician. 

All of the above require either 
some special educational prepara- 
tion or apprentice training and 
experience.

JN A letter read in all churches in New Hampshire two 


weeks ago; the Most Rev. 


Matthew F. Brady, Bishop of 


Manchester, urged that Catholics write their Congressmen 
to protest the Barden bill, which would provide $300,000,000 


in Federal aid to the nation’s 


public schools. 


Bishop Brady denounced the bill as “discriminatory 


and safety measures (bus transpor- 
tation and health services) should 
be available to all children regard- 
less of color, creed or school.” 


“There are emergencies,’ the 
Bishop’s letter said, “in which it is 
of the utmost importance for Cath- 
olics of these United States to de- 
fend their rights as citizens by 
protest and every legitimate means 
of persuasion against legislation 
that tends to penalize the exercise 
of these constitutional rights.” 


“Parents,” his letter continued, 
‘have a constitutional right to send 
their children to religious schools; 
they are taxed for the educational 
benefits to all; and it is unfair, un- 
American and discrifninatory to de- 
prive their children of health and 
safety benefits because they exer- 
cise their constitutional right. 


“Our parochial schools meet 
every state standard of efficiency, 
their loyalty to our country has 
never been questioned, they teach 
a morality that is a boon to any 
society as well as the firm foun- 
dation of good citizenship, and last- 
ly, their very existance saves the 


tax-payers of the country $400,-| 


000,000 annually,

CHILD’S idea of a perfect 

cake is one which is all icing 
But then it wo€§d be all candy and 
there would be no cake at all. If 
we are to have cake, it should be, 
according to liturgical rules, at 
least 51% dough. 


There are some really liturgical 
matters that are like this. Candles 
‘must be in greater part beeswax, 


or they are not beeswax candles. 
Linens are presumed to be linen, 
‘though some equivalent material 
'may suffice in need. Gold must be 
| gold, whether of ten, fourteen, or 
‘twenty carat strength. In other 
‘eases, there is a definite specifica- 
ition about things which are often 
avoided, evaded or erupted (to 
quote Cicero, rather freely), like 
the sanctuary bell, the tabernacle 
‘curtain, the priest’s biretta. The 
trouble is somewhat the fault of 
the priests but far moré the fault 
of the people. Perhaps the best 
horrible example of this is the 
sanctuary bell. 


According to all the laws and all 
the rulings, there is to be a sanc- 
tuary bell.~ Bell is the word—not 
gong, tubes, xylophone, pipe, or 
zither. The most leeway authori- 
ties will grant is that the single, 
simple (size and shape unspecified) 
may be multiplied to a chime of 
two or more bells, presumably 
within a number that the acolyte 
can easily lift and ring. Yet we 
see spires of graduated gongs that 
the boys play tunes on with a ham- 
mer, sets of electric chimes that 
sound the Sanctus and Consecra- 
tion until past the Pater Noster, 
little boxes with metal plates such 
as the head waiter uses for the 
last call for dinner, and other un- 
orthodox devices advertized and 
sold by otherwise dependable 
church-goods stores.

Well, there are communities of 
nuns who do a great deal of pen- 
ance and the Lord blesses the rest 
of us for their austerities.

But 
I’m thinking of the ordinary acfive 
community, teaching, nursing, car- 
ing for the aged,.or doing mission- 
ary work.

provided as a matter of course. 

Finally, getting back to our go- 
cial security clause, these things 
are assured to her not simply while 
she is an active, working member 
of the community, but for all her 
life.

AINT Mary’s high school in An- 
derson is the home of the Gaels. 
Staffed by the Sisters of the Holy 
Cross, it is one of the three paro- 
chial high schools in the diocese of 
Lafayette. Under the leadership of 
the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Thomas Trav- 
ers, and with the assistance of the 
Holy Cross Sisters, Saint Mary’s 
has grown tobe a respected insti- 
tution, not only in Anderson, but 
also in the entire diocese. 

To have a full understanding of 
the growth of our so-called “Piety 
Hill,” it is necessary to go back 
about 89 years. In the year 1858 
the Catholics of the growing town 
of Anderson bought some land on 
a barren site east of the main sec- 
tion, and in the fall of that year 
they started the erection of the 
first Catholic church in that vicin- 
ity. After working on its con- 
struction for nearly two years, it 
was finally finshed and in 1860 St. 
Mary’s church was dedicated to the 
greater honor and glory of God. 
In 1869, with the parish firmly 
established and growing rapidly, 
the good parishioners turned their

Practically every religion is 
against mixed _marriages, and 
rightly so because if there should 
be unity in other matters in the 
home there certainly should be 
unity in the most important mat- 
ter of all, namely, in serving God 
harmoniously and in rearing the 
child in the comon faith of both 
parents. 

An atheist or a scoffer at reli- 
gion is not likely to be of any 
assistance in rearing the child in 
any religion.

‘THE pastoral letter issued by Archbishop Josef Beran. and

To Put Hour 
On Irish Radio 


Dublin—(NC)—aArriving in Ire- 
land for a visit, the Rev. Patrick 
Peyton, C.S.C., founder of the 
American Family Rosary Crusade 
and the Family Theatre radio pro- 
gram, said he hoped to interest 
Radio Eirann in a Family Rosary 
series.

“God and His Mother Mary came 
to my assistance,” said Father 
Peyton, “and I recovered to be 
ordained with my brother in the 
Congregation of the Holy Cross.” 
From then on he devoted himself 
to the spread of the Rosary, having 
been released from _ parochial 
duties by his superior to enable 
him to carry out his campaign.

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Plenty Concentration Camp 
Space For Catholics, Red 
Berlin Official Threatens 


Berlin —(NC)— “There is 
plenty of space in our concen- 
tration camps for the comedians 
of heaven,’ Wilhelm Zaiser, 
communist deputy chief of the 
Department of the Interior of 
the Soviet Zone of occupation in 
Germany, told a group of officials 
here. 

“The black brethren can be 
used for manual labor until they 
don’t hear and see any more. 
Why shouldn’t we have a Minds- 
zenty case in our zone, too, to 
get rid once for all of this black 
breed ?” 

Zaiser, who formerly was Sax- 
on Minister of the Interior and 
during the Spanish civil war 
was known as “General Gomez,” 
justified his statement by in- 
sisting that the Church “serves 
as trumpet of Western imperial- 
ism.” 

At the same time, Kurt Fisch- 
er, a Moscow-trained, fanatical 
communist in charge of church 
affairs under Zaiser, issued in- 
structions that religious activi- 
ties be closely watched by the* 
police.

[N THE basement of the Westminister Cathedral in London 
we attended the classes in which the Evidence Guild 


workers were being trained 


for the Apostolate of street 


preaching. Here were young men and women, for the most 
part with no college education, being schooled in all the de- 


tails of Catholic doctrine and 


practice and in the technique 


of presenting them to non-Cath-? 


olics. They showed the results of 
such thorough training when later 
they spoke to crowds of hundreds 
in Hyde Park and answered the 


many questions which inevitably 
follow. It is a stirring sight to see 
these young men and women pres- 
ent in their own simple and earnest 
way the teachings of Christ and 
remove many of the misconcep- 
tions which keep so many of the 
British people from returning to 
the ancient faith. 


No priest or layman can witness 
that spectacle without being deep- 
ly moved. Personally, we always 
find it the most interesting sight in 
London. The deep “sincerity of 
these young speakers, their artless 
simplicity, their candor and their 
willingness to answer with patience 
and courtesy all the questions 
hurled at them win the admira- 
tion of the crowd and have brought 
many into the fold.

Through its use 
the Methodists claim to have add- 
ed last year nearly 600,000 new 
members. In New Testament Ev- 
angelism, Dr. Arthur C. Archibald 
tells how the plan works and why 
it is needed, 


“One wonders,” says Dr. Archi- 
bald, “how far failure of the church 
to enlist the laymen in active Chris- 
tian work is responsible for our 
present evangelistic. decline. A 
clergy-centered church which in 
many quarters is becoming more 
and more pronounced, soon loses 
its evangelistic nature . . . The 
laymen are our last reserve to save 
the world. The hour of the x Mags 
has struck. In every church we 
have not one but from a hundred 
to a thousand potential evangel- 
ists.” 


Pastor's Example 


It is well, points out the author, 
to remind the faithful that Christ 
sent His disciples out, two by two, 
to call at homes and “sell” His Gos- 
pel to the whole world. When lay- 
men go out in pairs to visit homes, 
reclaim the lapsed and win new 
members they are following the 
method prescribed by Christ Him- 
self. Naturally the pastor must 
set the example; the work will bog 
down quickly if the lay members 
perceive that the pastor is con- 
spicuous by his absence. No pres- 
sure of other duties can exempt 
him from taking his share of the 
cards ...and more... and ecall- 
ing upon his prospects with all 
diligence and zeal. Better than a 
hundred “pep” talks is the force 
of his own example. 


We have seen campaigns for 
prospects for inquiry classes fizzle 
out because none of the clergy en- 
ter into it. If they had done so, 
they would have been able not only 
to share their experiences with the 
other workers and pass on prac- 
tical tips which spring from such 


campaign by the inspiring force 
of their own example. Lay dis- 
ciples will gladly follow their spir- 
itual leader but they experience a 
marked and even stubborn disin- 
clination to be driven. Christ’s 
own words point the way for all 
His priests. “Come ye after me,” 
said Christ to His disciples, “and I 
will make you to be fishers of 
men.” Where Christ led, His am-

One of the pioneers in the de- 
velopment of Visitation Evangel- 
ish is Guy H. Black. As the pas- 
tor of a large metropolitan parish, 
he found the plan of having his lay 


members in their homes so effec- 
tive that he extended it to larger 
He has since directed such 
crusades in areas ranging in size 
from a whole state to a city and 
down to a single parish. In Atlan- 
ta he recently conducted a four day 
school of Visitation Evangelism, 
attended by 275 Presbyterian min- 
isters and 400 laymen. 


“Ministers to whom Dr. Black 
explains the plan,” comments C., 
S. Lowell, “aré almost invariable 
hostile. _ They say it is mechanical, 
superficial. Black himself: is not 
‘spiritual enough.’ Some protest 
that he high-pressures people into 
the Church: others complain that 
he doesn’t pay sufficient attention 
to hell fire. Then, having delivered 
their opinion of Black, they take 
up his method and win hundreds 
of converts.”
